‘ Sahta Barbara, Cal., July 31.—At 
a late hour-tonight all those -who are 
left in Los Alamos are huddled 
around a large bonfire awaiting the 
break of day. No one is so brave as 
to enter his home and remain there 
‘during the night. No damage is an- 
mounced from the 7:30 o’clock earth- 
quake. 

San Luis Obispo, Cal., July 0h-A strip 
of country 15 miles long by 4 smiles wide, 
rent with gaping fissures and dotted 
‘with hills and knolls that sprang Up 
during the night hs if by magic, a vii- 
lage in ruins and hundreds. cf peop‘e 
fleeing for their lives, are the results of 
‘gst night's seismic disturbance in the 
prosperous and fruitful valley. af Los 
Alamos, in the northern part of Santa 
Barbara county. ‘ 

During the last four days that section 
sf. country has been shaken by a series 
of earthquakes that is without. prece- 
dent in the history or tradition of the 
Pacific coast, and the continuance of the 
disturbances and the increasing severity 
of the shccks hawe 60 terrorized the in- 
habitants that they are leaving for other 
parts as rapidly as possible, and even 
now the village is almost entirely d«- 
serted. . 

' °° Shocks Began Sunday. 

‘‘The disturbances began on  §unday 
evening with a shock which causéd sev- 
‘eral thousand dollaré’ worth of damag |,

founding country, being more severe and 
ghost disastrous In the vicinity of the 
Western Union Oil Company’s oil wells 
on the Carriga ranch. This shock was 
followed by a number of disturbances 
less severe and less disastrous, contin: 
uing through the remainder of Sunday 
fight.and Monday afternoon. On Tues- 
day night, beginning at 12:10 o'clock, 
there was another series of seven shocks, 
all of which were light. 
The general direction of 
turbances was east and west, 


these dils- 
and in 


action they resembied the waves on a 
4 


pond of water.. The most severe shock 
of the entire series occurred at 11:30 
o'clock this morning. Hills were shaken 
and twisted to their fuundations and the 
valleys trembled and rolled like the un- 
stable surface of the ocean. Gregt 
fissures were run deep in the earth, hills 
end knolls appeared in level valleys, 
Springs of water appeared in many 
places that had been dry, and the gen- 


cra] topography of the valley was gréat- | 


ly changed. The disturbance had no 
general direction, but was what is known 
as a ‘“twister.”” It was preceded by a 
rumbling like that of distant thunder, 
which increased until the earth began 
to rise and twist and the hills began to 
tremble. With the first warning of the 
sound of the approaching disaster the 
- terror-stricken people rushed into the 
streets and sought places of safety in 
Vacant lots and roads, while many fled 
to the nelishboring hills. The first vifbra- 
tions were sinilar to the preceding dis- 
turbances in direction anc effect, but 
they were immediately followed by th> 
most terrific shock ever experienced in 
this section of the stats. 


Earth’ Rolled and Twisted. 

The earth trembléd and rolled and 
twisted until it was impossible for peop! 
to stand crect, and the terror-stricken 
inhabitants croucheG together tn th 
Garkncess, fearful that the earth might 
open and swallow them The terror in- 
*pired by the rumbling and trembling of 
the earth was increased by the sound of 
falling *uildings, which gave some idea 
ef the terrible destructicn that was being 
wrov.ght. When the most serious shocks 
had passed and the rumbling sounds had 
Gled away in the distant hills, the people 
gathered fn groups about the ruirs af 
their homes and places of business, and 
when they saw the extent of the damage 
Gone many of them, fearful of = repett- 
‘tion of this experience, 
started on foot or by any conveyance that 
could be had, for places where the pre- 
vious shocks had been less severe. 

In the darkness of the night it was 
impossible to determine the full exéent 
of damage wrought, but with the dawn 
of day the stricken village had the ap- 
pearance of the ruins of a city long de- 
serted. A church had been leveled to the 


ground. and not one brick building was ' 


left stinding. Chimneys had toppled 
over, frame buildings had been wrenched 
apart and thrown. from their founda- 
tions. Telegraph and telephone wires had 
been broken and there was not a bullding 
fn town that had not been damaged 
more or less- seriously. [n store build- 
ings that were totally destroyed the mer- 
chandise was thrown from shelves and 


everything breakable was destroyed: not 


a pane of glass was left in any window 
of any house in town and in those frame 
cottages and dwelling houses that were 
left standing stoves were overturned and 
erockery and glassware destroyed. j 
Damage Is Heavy.

The bill sets up that the commsbdhanien is 
awed in selling coal and coke and has 
a contract for the output of the collieries 
made a party defendant and a contract 
with the defendant railroad company for 
the shipment of the coal so purchased: 
that the coal is resold by complainant 
under contract. .to manufacturing’ con- 
cerns, etc., and to the United States gov- 
ernment for fuel on naval vessc!s:: that 
because o/ ‘a strike which has existed since 
June 7, last, the coal companies have fail- 
ed to live up to the contracts for delivertes

The riot, which caused the soldiers to 
be gent here, came. like a flash and was 
over.atmost ‘ag quickly ag it had started, 
and since then there has not been @ 
single case of violence reported. . The teng 
of thousands of idle men and boys in this 
vicinity who had been gathering in large 
numbers and marching from place to place 
did not repeat their demonstrations: to- 
day and the authorities consequently had 
little or ncthing to do. 


Hundreds View the: Troops. 

The arritai of the citizen soldfefy. proved 
to be a great attraction for the large 
army of unemployed and hundreds of 
men and boys came to town to see the 
troops. The first compantfes to arrive camie 
from St. Clair at 6:30 a. m., and from. that 
hour up to 2 p. m., when the governor's 
troop. of cavalry, disembarked: and gal- 
loped up ithe main street, Shenandaeah 
presented a lively appearance. Most of 
the commands were on the ground by’ 
10:30 o'clock. The companies that did Trot 
, arrive until after noon were delayed on

’ DOES FULL DUTY 


Policemen Cannot Watch Every Per- 
‘son Who Throws Paper on the 
Street—Some Pointed Re- 
marks. 


Chief Ball was asked yesterday by @ 
representative of The Constitution if he 
had seen the criticisms of Mayor Mims 
in regard to litter and trash in. the 
streets, 

“Yes, I read what was publisned in The 
Constitution,”’ replied the chief. “I am 
very sorry the mayor does not think we 
are doing our entire duty, but I can as- 
sure him and all the people of thefcity 
that no set of men ever tried harder to 
plumb the line than the police are now 


doing.”’ 

“What about the trash in the streets 
referred to by the mayor?” Chief Ball 
was asked. 

“T can’t see that the streets are S80 very 
dirty,” he replied. “Of course, the streets 
in all large cities are more or less lt- 
tered between the hours of sweeping. Be 
ithat as it may, I know that the police 
are using every exertion to keep the 
streets olean, but there are other ordi- 
nances to be enforcd as well as the street 
cleaning ordinance, and my men are, doing 
all they can to enforce all the laws. It 
is well known that the force is entirely 
too small for the city. It would be fm- 
possible for the department to watch ev- 
ery person throwing paper into the streets 
and at the same time give the people 
protection from thieves and other law 
breakers. We have footpads, burglars, 
drunkards and brawlers to look after, 
and in one ward, covering many miles of 
terrMory, we have only two men. How 
can these two men watch all] the persons 
littering the streets? A little chiia buys 
a bag of fruit and drops the bag on the 
sidewalk; a loose paper files from 4 car 
window or blows over a fence; a careless 
man throws a piece of paper into tne 
street—can we have a policeman right 
there on hand? As to wagons spilling lit- 
ter on the streets, I can say that all the 
policemen have carefully watched for 
such violations of the law, and where the 
law has been violated cases have been 
made. I wish it were so that I could have 
a man on every two or three blocks, and 
that every law could be rigidly enforced. 
We would surely nave an ideal city. I 
fully agree with the mayor that ‘the 
streets should be kept clean, and I hope 
the day is not far distant when my force 
will be large enough for the consumma- 
tion of this most devoutly to be wished 
for prosperity and good order. In the 
meantime we will do our very best with 
the small number of men we have, and 
whenever.a ‘person is caught violating the 
street cleaning ordinance or any other 
ordinance a’ case will be promptly made.”’

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5 NEW ORLEANS IN PERIL? 
Possibilty 6f Great Loss of Life from 
Levee Breaks. 
Washington, D. C., July 31.—(Special.)— 
Constant danger of destruction during 
the time of high watér threatens 200,000 
residents of New Orleans on account of 
the poor construction of the levees pre- 
tecting a part of the Crescent ‘City, ac- 
cording to the report of Major George 
McC. Derby, corps of engineers, U. 8.

He urged that the risk, which is lightly 
régarded because the levees have never 
yét bréken in time of high water, should 
be promptly obviated before a great dis- 
aster will have paid a fearful price for 
negligence.

At Moukden there were 49 deaths out 
of 109 cases in eighteen days and at 
Port Arthur 67 deaths out of 75 cases 
in eight days. At Kirtin there have been 
50 deaths daily and at Chacdodsy, on the 
Yalu river, 30 deaths daily are reported.

KAISER KIND 
TO A DUELIST 


He Has Pardoned Lieutenant 
Hildebrands Who Was 
Doing Time, 


HE KILLED BLASKOWITZ 
ON DAY SET FOR WEDDING 


Blaskowitz Struck Hildebrand While 
Drunk and Was Forced to 
Fight, Although He Knew 
Nothing of the Al- 
leged Insult. 


Berlin, July 31.—Emperor William has 
pardoned Lieutenant Hildebrand, who 
was sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment in a fortress for the killing of 
Ljeutenant Blaskowitz, in a duel last 
November. The affair attracted wide- 
spread attention because Blaskowitz was 
shot and killed on the morning of the 
day set for his wedding. 

The duel, w-ich took place at Inster- 
burg, east Prussia, followed an_epl- 
sode in which Lieutenant Blaskowitz, 
while intoxicated at his bachelor’s din- 
ner, struck Lieutenant Hildebrand. A 
regimental court of honor decided that 
An investiga- 
tion developed the fact that Lieutenant 
Blackowitz awoke the day after his bech- 
elor dinner without any recollection of 
the altercation and went to visit his 
fiancee, whence he was recalled to fight 
the duel. 

Lieutenant Hildebrand served only 
seven months of his sentence. Military 
men explain the pardon by saying that 
Lieutenant Hildebrand acted simply as 
the laws of honor required; that he had 
to fight and,skill his opponent if he 
could. 

There was considerable criticism of the 
sentence of the two years’ imprisonment 
imposed on Lieutenant Hildebrand by 2 
court martial on the ground that {it was 
inadequate. Comment was caused also 
by the fact that the trial was held be- 
hind closed doors and that newspape: 
correspondents were forbidden to report 
anything concerning the meeting which 
brought about the duel.

‘LORD KITCHENER ASSERTS 


PEACE HAS COME TO STAY 


He Declares That There Is the Mak- 
ing of a New America in South 
Africa — He Eulogizes 
Lord Milner. 


London, July 31.—Amid tremendous en- 
thusiasm, Lord Kitchener was tonight 
presented with a sword of honor, the gift 
of Cape Town. Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale, 
lord mayor of London, made thé presen- 
tation in the course of a South African 
dinner which was attended by many no- 
table persons. When the enthusiasm had 
sufficiently subsided for Lord Kitchener 
to make himself heard, he merely re- 
turned thanks for the gift and expressed 
the confident hope that in South Africa, 
at any rate, the sword would not again 
be drawn from its scabbar@ 

Lord Kitchener eulogized Lord Milner, 
British high’ commissioner in South Af- 
rica, and made a striking appeal based 
upon his intimate and personal friend- 
ship with and knowledge of the South 
African administrator, that he be given 
the confidence and sympathy of the Brit- 
ish nation. 

Referring to the minéral and agricul- 
tural wealth of the new territory, Lord 
Kitchener said: - 

‘You may assure yourselves that you 
have nothing less than the makings of a 
new America in the southern hemis- 
phere.”’ 

He said the question as to who would 
supply the energy, brains and money re- 
quired to carry out this great develop- 
ment was one more for his hearers than 
for himself, put when, as in South Africa, 
patriotism was joined to self-interest, he 
was not afraid they would fail to sow the 
seed and reap the harvest for which he 
hoped those who had recently been in 
South Africa had prepared.

Tifton, Ga., July 31.—(Special.)—Depue 
ties Avera, Nesmith, Davis and Knight 
raided a gang of negro gamblers in a 
shanty in Austin & Hester’s turpentine 
quarters, near Lenox. 

The deputies quietly surrounded the 
house and Deputy Avera stepped in at 
the door and orderég_ the gamblers, 
eighteen in number, to throw up thelr 
hands. 


The negroes replied with a volley of re- 


volver shots and for a few minutes the 
battle of San Juan was a mere skirmish 
compared to it. It is estimated that 
fully seventy-five shots were fired, One 
bal] struck Deputy Nesmith squarely in 
the forehead, but di& not penetrate the 
skull, ranging around and coming out on 
the side of his héad, Another ball struck 
his pistol, the weapon ‘doubtless, saving 
his life. it will berremembered that Mr. 
Nesmith narrowly escaped with his life 
from an encounter with a negro desperados 
at Milltown two weeks since. 

The. negroes did some of the record- 
breaking running of the vear. A driver 
for the deputies became frightened and 
left on foot, reaching Nashville, 9 miles

officers in the buggies.

SIX CANDIDATES TALK 
FOR SENATORIAL TOGA 


Joint Debate at Laurens Draws Large Crowd. 


Charges and Counter 


Charges by Aspirants. 


Platforms of Aspirants Outlined. 


Laurens, 8. C., July 31.—(Special.)—The 
six candidates for United States senator 
spoke to an orderly crowd of 500 voters 
today in the Laurens Cotton Mills park. 
Several sharp colloquies spiced the dis- 
cussion of national questions, but no sen- 
occurred. 

Ex-Congressmarn John J. Hemphill, of 
Chester, was the first speaker introduced 
by Chairman Pet Smith. 

“Before 1861,"’ Mr. Hemphill said, ‘‘the 
white South Carolinan was worth three 
times as much as a Massachusetts man 
end four times a New Yorker. The 
wealth of the north then doubled in ten 
years, so that now the south is poor 
and the north is incomparably riche-. 
The great problem is taxation, and the 
System of taxation unfair to the south 
demands correction.’’ Incidentally Mr. 
Hemphill touched on the South Carolina 
@gricultural lien law, declaring that it 
(by which the merchant ran the farmer, 
charging him 30 or 40 per cent) was one 
of the worst statutes ever enacted. 
“Running the farmer is the right name, 
for when the lien is given the farmer 
must run, sure enough, and ail the time. 
I do not criticise the merchant. He is 
compelled to charge high rates to make 
up for the losses, but the law itself is 
wrong.” le 

W. L. Gray, a leading merchant, here 
interrupted: ‘‘Were you ever in the legis- 
lature?” 

Hemphill: “Yes, sir, twenty years ago.” 

Gray: “‘Did you introduce any measure 
to repeal this law?’’ 

Hemphill: “I voted to repea! it.’’ 

“The United States,"". Mr. Hemphil! 
continued, ‘“‘paid twenty millions for the 
Philippines, and it has already cost six 
hundred milliong to get possession of 
them. No -gevernment has evcr made 
money out of colonies which it had to 
conquer. Jf we want to increase our 
trade we should make friends and not 
enemies. My opponents think the ship 
subsidy bill dead, but Y have  neve2r 
heard of anything the republicans woult!d 
not do to help their party.” 


John Gary Evans Speaks. 

Ex-Governor Jchn Gary Evans, ‘of 
Spartanburg, followed in a speech -do- 
voted chiefly to the tariff. He had 
slightly more applause than any oth>-r 
speaker. He referred to his campaign 
against Senator McLaurin in 1997, de- 
Claring that he saw then that McLaurin 
was tending toward republicanism. 
“With the late Senator Irby I spoke 
on every stump in the state, making a 
fight for democracy which nobody else 
would make. These gentlemen opposing 
me say we are all on the same platform, 
but it has taken them five years to learn 
the difference between a democrat ani 
a republican. President Roosevelt.” he 
Said, “not only entertains the trusts 
and the monopolies, but he eutertained a 
‘nigger’ at his table with his family. 
striking at your civilfgation itself.’’ : 

This brought the firsc vigorous cheer 
of the day. Referring without calling 
his name to Mr. Latimer, he said that 
those who favored a. business policy of 
not fighting the republicans would mere. 
ly give the north excuse to tax more 
out of.the pockets of the south ‘while 
the north received the sop. 

“Senator Tillman never ceased to fight 
the republicans, and he got more out of 
congress in sa year for his constituents 
than any other man got in twenty.’’ 
(Cheers.) Referring to the 41stribution 
cf seed8 by congress, he insisted that 
the farmers’ taxes paid for the seed. He 
then made a conventional low tariff ar- 
gument, explaining with apt illustra- 
tion how the protective duties worked 
hardship to the southern aericulturists. 


Only Farmer Candidate. 

“IT am the only farmer’ candidate 
against these five lawyers,’’. was Con- 
Bressman A, C. Latimer’s opening. He 
said that Colonel Georz: Johnstone had 
charged that he (Latimer) claimed to 
have made a speech on the subsidy bill 
in congress when as a matter of -fact he 
Was in Columbia, and calied on Con- 
Fressman J. T. Johnson, then on the 
stand, to say whether or not he did de.- 
‘iver such a speech the day named. Con- 
gressman Johnson replied that he did. 
Mr. Latimer then declared that it was 
folly to talk tariff to a South Carolina 
audience when all were agreed about !t. 


‘We can't change the iniquitous tariff 


| while the republicans are in power. I 


do not favor a lie-down nolicy or a mor- 
phine policy, but I believe in acting witn 
an object in view and getting what I 
can in a practical way for my people fn 
seeds or appropriations. All the tax¢s 
are raised by the war tariff or the war 
revenue bill.’’ 

Mr. Latimer then recited what he had 
accomplished in obtaining appropria- 
tions. Mr. Latimer received some ap- 
plause. 

Philippines a Live Question. 

Ex-State Senator Dan Henderson, of 
Aiken, after. telling of his long .demo- 
cratie record, said that while a senator 
should get seed appropriations and what 
he could for his constituents, he should 
be able to stand up on the floor of con- 
gress and speak to the whole nation on 
great questions. 

“The Philippines is a live issue, agd 
whoever is elected senator will nave to 
meet it. The Filipinos are entitled to 
independence. Besides, the cost of it to 
hold them involves the danger of the 
country drifting to a strong military 
government.’’” He denounced the trusts 
and referred with satisfaction to. Federal 
Judge Simonton’s decision remanding the 
so-called fertilizer trust case to the 
South Carolina state courts. 

Typographical Error. 

Ex-Congressman George Johnstone, of 
Newberry, began by saying that he 
merely inquired of Mr, Latimer about 
the time of the delivery of a speech 
against the ship subsidy bill May 21 in 
congress, when he had seen him in Co- 
lumbia that .day. He produced a copy 
of the speech purporting to have been 
delivered May 21. 

Mr. Latimer charged him with falsify- 
ing the record, but the copies distributed 
from Washington justified him. 

Mr. Latimer, interrupting him, said 
that the speech was delivered on May 27. 
A typographica] error had teen made, 
and he exhibited a Congressional Record. 

Colonel Johnstone: ‘“‘That’s on the im- 
migration bill.”’ 

Mr. Latimer: ‘“‘That’s a lawyer’s quib- 
kle.’’ (Mingled cries of ‘‘Latimer’’ and 
*‘Johnstone.’’) 

“Mr. Latimer.defeated me,’’ Colonel 
Johnstone said, ‘‘on the subtreasury is- 
sue. He went to congress and never ir- 
troduced a bill on the issue which elect- 
«d him. ‘There was so :ittle in it, Mr. 
Latimer says, that it is useless to dis- 
cuss ‘the tariff in South Carolina.

Negro Murderer Is. lynched 
Near Leesburg, Va 


—! 


Jail Doors Battered Down and Pris- 
oner Taken—Negro, Swung to 
Tree in Arkansas—Three 
Hanged in North 
Carolina. 


— 


Washington, July -81.—Charles Craven, 
the supposed murderer of William H. 
Wilsen, & farmer living near Herndon, 
Va., was lynched this afternoon on the 
pike 1 mile east of Leesburg, Va. He 
was taken from the jail at iseesburg by 
a mob of 150 men, who: overpowered the 
guard, broke in the outer door and then 
entered the. cage, using hammers and 
crowbars. Little difficulty was encoun- 
tered in this work. A nocte was thrown 
around the prisoner’s neck and he w2s 
led down the pike in the direction vf 
the scene of the murder. ‘The party had 
proceeded scarcely a mile when the rope 
was thrown around a tree and Craven 
was pulled from the ground. 

As soon as thé body was raised in the 
air the mob fired fully 500 shots at the 
dying man. 

Before Craven was lynched he was 
given an opportunity to make a state- 
ment. He strorgly protested that he 
was innocent of killing Wilson and that 
he was innocent of burning Smith's 


barn, for which offense he had been 
sentenced to jail two years. before. 

Men, women and children who lined 
the road from the jail to the scene of 
the execution lustily cheered the mob, 

Governor Montague was appealed to by 
the officer of the commonwealth and 
he ordered the Alexandria Light Infan- 
try to the scene, but the mob accome 
plished its work before the arrival of 
the soldiers. 

Craven was captured today on a farm 
near Ashburn, Va. He was asleep in a 
hay rick and was seized by three of 
his pursuers, Ernest Gorman, John His- 
gins and Henry Bryant, before he hal 
time to offer resistance. A large crowd 
quickly gathered and threatened to lynch 
the negro, but Sheriff Russell succeeded 
in getting his prisoner on a frain and 
safe lodged hin: in jail at Leesburg. 

Coroner H. O. Claggett summoned a jury 
and they will hold an inquest tomorrow 
morning to investigate Cravens’ death. 
Although the men who forced entrance 
into the jai] were unmasked, few of them 
were recognized by the people of Lees- 
burg. It is rumored that a grand jury 
will be summoned at Leesburg in a few 
days to investigate the lynching. 

Mob Hung Negro to Tree. 

Camden, Ark., July 31.—After twice 
escaping from the hangs of the law, ac- 
cording te word reeelved. here today, Lwe 
Newton, a negro, "hus been lynched in 
Columbia county. 

Newton was caught a’ month ago in 
the room 2f two young ladies belonging 
to.a prominent Columbia county family. 
Their screams brought quick assistanc2, 
Lut by a desperate effort the negro es- 
caped. He was captured by the author- 
ities, but again escaped. Last week the 
rolice located him and with the aid of 
Lloodhounds cerptured him. Saturday 
night while the prisoner was being taken 
to jail at Magnolia a mob of twenty-five 
men set upon the esrurt and hanged 
Newton to a tree. 


One to Hang; Other Respited. 

Roanoke, Va., July 31.—A dcuble hargz- 
ing was scheduled to take place at Wise 
Court House tomorrow, when Robert Foy 
and CharHe Blackman, both colored, 
were to have paid the death penalty, but 
Foy was today granted a respite until 
August 29 by Governor Montague. 

Foy was convicted of the murder of 
Dayton Miller, secret@ry and treasurer 
of the Toms Creek Coal Company, at 
Toms Creek, last December. He broke» 
jail with eleven other prisoners in Feb- 
ruarfy, but was recaptured. . 

Blackman killed Thomas Bates, an- 
other negro, at Toms Creek last month. 

Three Hanged at Windsor, N. C. 

Raleigh, N. C., July 31.—Stevenson, 
Belfield and Bishop, three negroes, con- 
victed at Windsor, N. C., of murdering 
James B. Stevenson on April 9 in Bertie 
county and sentenced to be hanged to- 
morrow, have taken an appeal to th» 
supreme court, and this will not be 
heard until September. It {fs intimated 
that the appeal may be dropped and if 
80 Governor Aycock will name the day 
of execution. 

Swift Justice at Savannah. 

Savannak, Ga., July 31.—(Special.)~ 
Robert Simmons, a negro, who killed 
George Harris, another negro, last 
Thursday, was made an example of swift 
justice todey. He was iried in the sui- 
perfor court before Judge Barrow an 
sentenced to be hanged on September 5.

New Franchise for 35 Years 
Granted by Council of 
Raleigh, N. C. 


COMPANY REQUIRED 
TO EXTEND ITS LINES 


Rights Are Not Exclusive, as Such 
Cannot Be Given—Lighting 
Contract Is Awarded—Other 
North Carolina News 
in Brief. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 31.—(Spectial.)—The 
board of aldermen has grantéd a thirty- 
five-year charter to the Raleigh Street 
railway. The latter desired the charter 
in order to issue bonds, as short term 
bonds are not in demand. The charter 
requires the company to extend its lines 
and to abandon none of them save by the 
city’s consent. It is also given power 
to maintain a lighting plant. The char- 
ter is not exclusive, ag under a decision 
of the state supreme court no exclusive 
charter can be given. It is -said that 
the company may pass into the- hands 
of another company, which will issue 
the bonds and make many improvements, 
heavier rails, better cars, extensions, 
etc. The plant is now valued for taxa- 
tion at only $40,000 and is by far the poor- 
est in the state. It owns a lighting plant 
which is profitable and was this week 
awarded a five-year contract for street 
lighting at $54.75 per light per annum.

We print in this issue a communi- 
cation from W. Allison Sweeney, a 
leading colored man, speaker and 
newspaper writer, of Chicago. He 
writes concerning the recent episode 
In Atlanta between Elder Stinson and 
Pastor Newton, at Big Bethel church.

s this Chicago correspondent 
points’ out it will be a fatal habit, if 
persisted in, for the negroes of the 
country to excuse, palliate and protect 
offenders of their color simply bécause 
they ‘are negroes. The white people 
do not defend their criminals from 
pursuit, detection and punishment. 
They realize that criminals are public 
enemies and honest civic duty de- 
mands that they be apprehended and 
dealt with vigorously for their. acts of 
lawlessness. 

‘On the contrary, it has been too 
commonly the custom of the colored 
people to consider the law 4s the en- 

y of their race and to feel that they 
are discharging a racial duty when 
they help negro criminals to dodge the 


| . Jaw and go scott free. This practice 
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has already wrought much evil to the 
race, lowered confidence in its civic 
integrity’ and helped out the argu- 
ments of the few who declare that the 
negro is a natural criminal. It is a 
happy signal when men of the race 
who are experienced and wise in pub- 
lic opinion oppose this evil and insist 
that negro criminals shall be regarded 
by their own race as outlawed racially 
quite as much as legally. 

In a few days a great negro confer- 
pnee is to convene in Atlanta. Hun- 
dreds of negroes who have the ear of 
the race and influence over its thougpt 
will be here and discuss the moral and 
social problems of their,people. From 
them should issue a strong appeal 
upon this subject. It is one of pro-

' . FROM A NEGRO 


Editor Constitution: My attention has been 
Rttraciec through the columns of The In- 
dianapolis World, a joyrnal edited by the Hon. 
A. E. Manning, a colored man and a race 
leader of standing, to the timely sermon of 
the Rev. R. B. Stinson, of Morris Brown col- 
lege, recently delivered at. Big Bethel *Meth- 
odist church in Atlanta, and the untimely re- 
tort of the pastor of the church, the Rev. 
Cc. W. Newton. . 

As a colored man of the north, a product 
of her soil, I desire to express my disappro- 
bation of a thought or so contained in the 
““‘bad counsel’’ of the Rev. Mr. 
the sure result of such counsel, did not the 
cultivated sense of the negro upon the one 
hand, and the charitable forbearence of whites 
upon the other; stand guard to prevent it. 

It is astounding that a pastor of a great 
church in a great southern city, and he a 
‘negro, should urge hfs members who look tc 
kim for wise instructions and advice in 
“standing by a negro whether he does wrong 
or not.’ The only charitable explanation to 
be found for euch an offense is, that with 
the unsophistication of the child the preacher 
Played with edged tools and was ignorant 
of the danger of the diversion. 

No man, black or white, who does wrong, 
for the vicious love of doing wrong, is er- 
titled to defense from any source. 

It is no excuse for a bad negro, that a 
bad white man can be pointed to; vicious- 
ness, criminality and ‘‘general cussedness,’’ 
whether covered by a black or a white hide, 
still remains viciousness, criminality an 
“general cussedness,’’ with only tnis ffer- 
ence, but a@ most important one: The whites 
are stronger and more able to resist the 
shock and shameful consequences of their 
criminal classes than is the struggling, ‘ de- 
pendent negro. In the light of this® fact. so 
stubbornly entrenched, so simple, and yet so 
true, who at this time is prepared to de- 
clare how great a price in suffering, unjust 
Opinion, and hindered chances, the negro 
has been called upon to pay and is still pay- 
— of it? 

t the black man of America beware of 
the hour when, ylelding to infammable appeuls 
to his passions, no matter how provocative 
the cause of complaint or how just, he throws 
madieration, cool headedness and common 
sense to the winds, and in the language of 
this preacher of God’s word, practices the 
doctrine of ‘‘standing by a negro whether. he 
does wrong or not.’’ 

Such a devotion emphasized in any section 
of America would resolve itself into forced 
bloodshed and ,death, the shibboleths gf kings 
and fools in the early ages; but the negro 
of America, numerically weak, a pauper and 
dependent race, would be guilty of the trag- 
edy of the centuries to resurrect them for his 
special use. There are 60,000,000 white 
American citizens in our land and |O, ,000 
blacks. Think of it and then let the negre 
talk of bloodshed and death, as the ideas o 
this negro preacher would lead to. He would 
make a ‘‘wilderness and call it peace.’’ 

Is it not then almost a crime, certainly a 
grave misdemeanor, for teachers of the negro 
to advise in directions tending to arouse in- 
flammable passions in the breasts of the 
thoughtless of both races; a certain and great 
subdivision of blacks smarung from wrong 
and a twin subdivision of whites ready upom 
the slightest incentive to compound and mul- 
tiply their mistreatment of the negro? 

Influences, sentiment, rank prejudice, 
cident to ‘‘previous condition,’’ but largely 
to the intolerance of the masses of poor and 
ignorant whites of all sections of our coun- 
try, the north as well as the south, have 
interfered with and deflected many times tho 
right and protection due the black man un- 
der the law, but his duty is no less impera- 
tive than it is with otner citizens to await 
and submit to its operations, dwarfed and 
gnaried although it is at times, in his spc- 
cial case. 

Sojourner’ Truth, while listening to Fred- 
erick Douglass many years ago, arose in her 
place, and pointing her long, bony finger at 
the great advocate, sald in words and in- 
tonation peculiarly her own, ‘‘Frederick, God 
is not dead.’’ : 

No, God ts not dead! Nor law and order, 
they are not dead; nor the American con- 
science, representing the Christianity, the 
culture, the grefinement and wealth of our 
common land east, west, north and south; 
none of these forces are dead. If instead of 
invoking atrife and bloodshed how much more 
becoming to his priestly frock would it have 
been for this spiritua] feacher to have point- 
ed his hearers to hopes and prayers for peace 
and kindliness; to industry, sobriety and cor- 
rect living; to the laws of the land and the 
vation’s conscience .rather~ than fan. the 
flames of radical distrust and tragedy. 

It is not, however, understood by this that 
when occasions arise, occasions whem rea- 
son is dethroned and law and order throttled, 
that black men, like other men, should not 
exhaust all means to defend and protect 
thems¢flves, their hames.-and. depending ones 
in the face of menace and danger. There is 
no right more universally conceded by all 
peoples to all people than that right, born gt 
creation’s morn, hoary with the touch of 
the centuries. But this great right is not to 
be invoked in a spirit of thoughtlessness as 
to probable consequences, or employed as a 
means of ‘‘standing by”’ unprincipled and bad 
members of society simply because they hap- 
pen to be negroes. Would a sensible cul- 
ored man avoid a mad dog any the less be- 
cause owned by a colored man, or forgive a 
the ravager of his home, and a mur- 
Gerer, any quicker bécause a black skin cov- 
ered his wickedness? : 

The peculiar and specific persecutions the 
negro suffers from are not sectional, but gen- 
eral. He is just as liable to be maltreatei in 
Boston .as in New Orleans, in Indianapolis as 
in Atlanta, in San Francisco as in New York 
or Philadelphia. On the other hand, the 
‘Vicious, unlawful negro of the north is just 
as culpable as is hiss brother in worthless- 
ness of the south, and the patience that has 
to contend with him is of the same timbre 
whether you look to northern white men for 
it or southern. In this respect, all white men 
from whatever section look and act alike to- 
ward the mischief-making, crime-breeding 
negro, and the effort to make a martyr of 
him, to “stand by’’ him is not in good form 
and always reacts on the decent, self-respect- 
ing members of the race. 

For the sake of all concerned, 
first, for he is thé greatest 
the least prepared to resist infliction, tbe 
rich white man, the ‘‘poor. whites,’’ and 
for the sake and reputatoin of our whole 
land that should feel-a stain like a wound, 
God help the teachers of the negro, black or 
white, who profess brains, to get right.

Eloquent Tribute to the Personality and Character of 
a Man-Who Has Become Famous. sy 


By Sam W. Small. 


it is pleasant to a poor man to some- 
times rub against a man who lives on 
the séven figure side of life’s broad high- 
way. Magnetic iron tsn’t in it with the 
attractive power of gold. All the world 
confesses it and is affected by it. 

, there is a uniqueness in sitting 
down and chatting with an old chum 
“who has made his pile,”” s0 to speak, 
and yet has had the fair heart and com- 
mon serise to retain his spirit of com- 


radeship and the rare humor that will | 


recall with itoke and enthusiasm the 
days and trials of the hand-to-mouth 
past. - 

It was one of the most winning traits 
of the late John W. Mackay that when 
he couldn’t tell off-hand how many mil- 
lions of dollars he was worth he could 
forget all of them and fall into happy 
reminiscences of the days when he dug 
flown the creek banks of California and 
washed out his pay dirt in the skillet 
that had baked his morning biscuit. 

I thought of these things sequentially 
as I walked out of sumptuous suite No. 
10 at the Kimball house yesterday af- 
ternoon.. I had just been chatting with. 
C.F. King, the president of the now 
famous King-Crowther Corporation of 
Boston and Texas. When I went into 
his rooms I knew I was going :o meet 
one of the most notable and successful 
‘industrial promoters of the new century, 
and I was a little bit curious to see how 
we should meet. Of course, I knew [ 
was the same as when i; last parted from 
him—no richer than tien, and, than’ 
God, no poorer, for that were impossi- 


But what of him? Had eudden success 
in divining a great opportunity and the 
Aladdin-like power that had made every 
hour of the past year a golden hunch 
up the ladder of wealth and independ- 
ence transformed my friend? Had he 
grown taciturn, pompous and suspicious 
after the fashion of so many who have 
won the favor of Fortunatus? I was 
curious to know! 

King’s Start in Atlanta. 

When C. F. King came first to Atlanta 
fn 1890 he was scarcely more than a rosy- 
cheeked, stronz-jawed, e2ger-spirited 
and adventurous boy. He brought with 
him the flavor of the Tarheel State—ifs 
gense of individualism, its homely phi- 
losophy and its spirit »of enterprise— 
characteristics that have since serve:l 
to lift North Carolina from. poverty to 
competency and made it one of the 
butiest industrial commonwealths of the 
south. In his own self-consciousness he 
had already outgrown the _ accessible 
chances of his home environment. The 
Lord had endowed him with bigness. He 


‘was large of frame ani head—of heart 


and of brain—and it was to be expected 
that his ideas would be born with an 
inherent elastic and expansive force in 
them. And nobody who ever heard Mr. 
King, even in those early days, plot his 
schemes and forecast what he saw in 
the future ever doubtei -that his ides 
were born just that way. 

Atlanta at that time was. even more 
restless and hot-focted for enterprise 
than it is today. Every train arriving 
in the city, ximost, brought some new- 
comer to enter into our citizenship an 
compete for the prizes of success and 

ower in some lne of municipal en- 

leavor. Mr. King airived upon that tide 
and fairly hit the town a-hustling. His 
aim’ was fixed on journalism and his 
purpose was to become dominant in 
geome of its lines. Being young and un- 
tried in the field he had to undergo the 
trying-out ordeal by making a place for 
himself through invention of some orig- 
ipa] function and proving himself effi- 
cient in it. 

) His ‘“‘Kodaker Kolumn.”’ 

Right there the genius of the man bhe- 
gan to exercise its fledgling power. The 
hack-reporting on the city press was al- 
ready monopolized and the newspapers 
had no opening for a new aspirant. So 
Ming determined to make his work so 
valuable to the papers that they. could 
He unfolded his plan to 
The Journal and it fell in with his 
scheme. He than began to write local 
advertising in a shape shat had not vure- 
viously been known in the city. Com- 
bining the salient points of a firm's busi- 
ress offerings with a miscellany of wit 
end timely ¢ccmment, he compiled a daily 
column over the signature of ‘‘Kodaker”’ 
that attracted the attention of every 
reader of the paver and pleased the in- 
terested edvertisers immensely. e? 

The ‘‘Kodaker Kolamn” became 
Promptly notable and enabled Mr. King 
to obtain the attention and confidence 
of the newspaper and tie business men 
of “the city. They found in him a 
straightforward, genial and always busy 
gentieman, clean 1p speech and morals, 
prompt in his engagements and adept in 
making things happen when he set his 
head and hand to accomplish them. 
Among the journalistic workers of the 
¢ity he became a warm favorite and 
Welcome companion. 

But those were days when the “easy 
S@rafts and princely salaries’ that now 
Gistinguish Atlanta journalism were un- 
Known and undreamed. At any rate, 
Mr. King tired after awhile of that sort 
of bicycle journalism where a man works 
Lis own passage and practically pays 
the newspaper for the privilege. He rea)- 
ized that he had developed a reliable 
lime of work, valuable alike to adver- 
tisers and the newspapers, and he de- 
cided to seek a larger and more profitable 
field for its exploitdtion. So he “pulled 
big freight,”’ ro to speak, and headed for 


the west. 
: Why He Went East. 

In St. Louis, King set himself up in 
the advertising business, purchasing his 
space in the daily newspapers and filling 
i¢ with bright and catchy advertising 
matter of a readable nature for his pa- 
trons. The style of the thing caught on 
with enterprising men and King was 
soon a great favorite with the newspa- 
per men and the business people who had 
go in them. They recognized that he 
was not “a boiler plate man” but a gen- 
@eman. a genius in his art, and a 
Square proposition to deal with. While 
he prospered there better than in Atlan- 
ta he yet had the strong adverse tides of 
the panic of that era to contend against

WhUe Mr. King is man of liberal ideas 
—no crank in principles and no Jekyl and 
Hyde in conduct, orthodox in faith and 
yet no Uriah Heap in methods—he is not 
of the sort that every time he makes a 
dollar puts ninety-rine cents on his back 
or in his bread basket beneath his waist- 
coat. He is of the kind that prefers a 
steady gait and diet and whether he has 
the price of a meal or the purchase of 
@ kingdom enjoys his tastes and his op- 
portunities modestly and rationally. It is 
that balance wheel of a judicious and 
sensible self-contro] that has sustained 
him in all the struggles that have come 
to him in his upwatd march. 

Reminds One of Kimball. 

There was a man in Atlanta in her ’70's 
and. 8s of whom King reminds me 
more than any other person I have ever 
intimately known—and that man was H. 
I. Kimball. How much Atlanta owes to 
the brilliant iniative, promotive energy 
and sublime aptimism of H. I. Kimball 
nobody will ever properly estimate and 
no man ever better deserved a monu- 
ment at the hands of a municipality. It 
matters not that he will never get it. He 
deserved it. 

There are wide differences in the proc- 
esses by which the two men predicated 
success. Kimball was an impulsive 
plunger. To conceive a project and find 
himself approving it was enough to set 
every mental] fibre and physical nerve of 
his being into electric energy to accom- 
plish it. Kimball took no account of the 
slow thinking and the conservative spirit 
of those whom he associated with him 
and once in command of his scheme he 
drove it toward the goal with an impetus 
that meant a giorious victory or a! 
frighful smash-up. And he smashed 
about as often as he won and in the 
smashes lost the confidence and repu- 
tation which his genius and past suc- 
cesses had inspired. | 

King has the same 
organism that stood Kimball in such 
good stead. It is in Al order, unabused 
by excesses of any kind that weaken 
bone, brawn and blcod. He has the same 
cast of head and features and when a 
few years older will greatly resemble 
the great Atlanta promoter in general 
facial mold. King also possesses the af- 
fable, winning, semi-brusque business 
way of Kimball that makes men feel at 
once at home with him and yet con- 
scious that they are dealing with a man 
of stérling and seripus sense. 

Of the two men.King is the safer 
type, because he has a less pyrotechnic 
enthusiasm and a less disposition to do 
high dives and ride aerial wires. He has 
as much genius for new and expensive 
enterprises as Kimball, but makes sure 
of a solid track under him. 

Dame Fortune’s First Call. 

It was such a man who went up from 
the south to divide up the earth with 
“the solid men of Boston.’’ That con- 
servative, rich and yet speculative city 
furnished to Mr. King his long-sought 
and ideal arena. He found there men and 
methods that agreed with his own think- 
ing and temper and he proceeded ‘to 
make himself one of them with charac- 
teristic insight and enterprise. 

He naturally sought the press first and 


large physical 


‘soon made himself a familiar and trusted 


man in the newsp4per circles of the city. 
No man better appreciates the power of 
the press and the value of its publicity 
work than C. F. King. Through a long 
series of years he labored on the pub- 
licity problem for others and auto-sug- 
gested himself into the conviction that 
the way to success in America is easiest 
to the man who can harness his projects 
to the lightning cylinders of the perfect- 
ing printing press. 

With study, and patience, and unstinted 
industry King went to work and did 
things. He organized larger and larger 
schemes in the field of business publicity 
and pulled them off successfully until it 
soon came to be understood that he could 
be trusted tO accomplish whatever he 
projected. His own self-reliance grew 
fixed through these experiences until he 
did not hesitate to consider any propo- 
sition qa situation suggested, however 
large, costly or problematical, to less 
confident men. : 

It was while he was thus slowly and 
yet surely broadening the foundations 
of his business methods and influence 
that a wandering Sau! was providentially 
directed: to his door. Sam Crowther went 
to Boston from Texas looking for some 
one with nerve and foresight enough to 
help him develop a great find of oil in an 
unsuspected locality of that imperial 
state. Beaumont was then the talk of 
the world and the Kern valley bonanza 
wells in California were gdrawing out 
millions of capital for iddestiment in 
those oleaginous wealth makers. Crow- 
ther told his tale to several skeptical ears, 
but fortunately struck C. F. King, who 
had a cosmopolitan knawledge of the 
southwest and its riches. 

His Character His Capital. 

When King heard: all that Crowther 
had to report he saw in an instant that 
the one great oil proposition of.the cen- 
tury was before him. But he did not 
leap at it in the dark. He investigated 
personally every detail of the discovery, 
had the field thoroughly prospected, test- 
ed.the ‘oil found in it and then proceeded 
to “‘cinch’’ the situation so that it could 
not get away from his control. He went 
to men who had and could control money 
for a straight and safe enterprise. They 
knew him and that every statement he 
made could be banked on as securely al- 
most as a government bond. They agreed 
to go in and back him to the limit and 
then King found his wings unfolded and 
expanded to their full powers, 

The history of the past year, embrac- 
ing the organization and promotion of 
the great King-Crowther Corporation, 
reads like a romance of the “Arabian 
Nights” ega. With .wonderful mental 
and physical application Mr. King put 
the corporation on a firm business basis 
and then presented it to the investing 
public. The facts in the premises were 
irresistible and the money began to come 
in tens, hundreds and then thousands of 
dollars until there seemed no énd ‘of it. 
The stock went up from 50 cents to 75, 
to a dollar, a dollar and a quarter and 
now is at $2 per share, with the assured 
certainty that before the Christmas stock- 
ings are hung up this year it will take'a 
five dollar note to get a share of the 
company inte anybody's hose. 

Rich but Still Modest. 

Mr. King as president of the corpora- 
tion has prospered with fts growing for- 
tunes as he should. While I ¢id not com- 
mit the impertinence of askihg him the 
“size of his wad,’’ I am certain, by relia- 
ble information, that he could throw f up 
pretty close to the $2,000,000 mark. How 
does that jar you for the result of one 
year’s clear-headed, business enterprise? 

The best of it all is that this wealth is 
not paper boodle—printed stuff that 
boogers the eye but beggars the pocket. 
Every dollar of it has a solid basis if 
land, oil, steel] rails, pipe lines and prop- 
erty worth more than its present esti- 
mate.

Charter Committee of Coun- 
cil May Vote Against 
Extension, _— 


WELL-KNOWN CITIZENS ARE 
ASKED TO APPEAR TODAY 


The council committee at work on, the 
new charter is still busy discussing the 
matter of extending city limits and a 
conclusion will probably be reached, s0 
far as the committee is concerned, this 
morning. A session of the committee will 
be held at sv o’¢lock this morning and 
the following citizens have been asked to 
appear at that time and give the commit- 
tee the benefit of their views on the sub- 
ject of extension: Judge George Hillyer, 
I.. Z. Rosser, Fulton Colville, J. W. Eng- 
lish, W. T. Moyers, W. S. Thomson and 
J.D. Turner. These gentlemen have been 
invited to&ippear before the committee on 
the suggestion of Mayor Mims, who stated 
that they had gone carefully over the 
matter and were fully posted both for 
and against the proposed extension. Coun- 
cilman Harwell made the motion to invite 
the gentlemen named, and it was passed 
“unanimously. 

The committee is at present divided up- 
ron the advisability of extending the lim- 
its, but it seems to be the unanimous opin- 
ion that if the limits are not extended 
there is no use of changing the ward line 
and all of the members have expresse 
themselves in favor of letting the wards 
remain as they are. Alderman Woodward 
voiced the sentiments of the committee 
when he stated that he was not in fa- 
vor of increasing the number of wards, 
and, necessarily, the number of members 
in the city courcil. He said that the ex- 
tra pay that would have to be given the 
new councilmen and alderman would pay 
for a new schoo] house every two or three 
years, and he did not see the use in it. 
While there was no vote taken, all of tne 
members of the committee seemed t6 agree 
with the alderman, and it seems quite 
probable that if the limits are not extend- 
ed there will not be nine wards, as out- 
lined by the charter committee. 

The committee stated yesterday that it 
was the purpose to close the matter up 
this morning after hearing from the gen- 
tlemen invited to appear.

Thus it appears,;there is a little game 
of trying.‘‘to put the blame ‘where it be- 
longs’ going on just- now, and all those 
interedted have different ideas of where 
the blame belongs. 

“Suppose the legislature were simply to 
repeal that part of the law requiring 
the assent of the railroads to the plan 
for building a depot on the state’s prop- 
erty,”” remarked a well-known Georgian 
yesterday. ‘“‘The committee could then 
go ahead and build a depot after its own 
ideas, and there would be no question 
about the railroads using it. & believe 
as Governor Candler'says, if we go ahead 
and build the depot we couldn’t drive 
the railroads out of it with a gatling 
gun, 

‘ine state owns the property there in 
fee simple, and unless ft can keep the 
depot there, I b*leve the value of the state 
road will be depreciated to the extent 
of a milion dollars. We ought to do 
everything in our power to keep it on 
that spot.”’ 


That Tie in Lee. 
HPRE are several Lee county people 
at the capitol, and their eyes were 
turned eagerly in that direction yester- 
day as confirmatory reports began com- 
ing in with reference to the results of the 
democratic primary of Wednésday. 

There were two Lee county men who 
had intended to stay home and vote, 
but like many others something interested 
them In Atlanta, and they came here in- 
stead of waiting over and exercising the 
franchise. 

“That beats anything I ever heard,” 
remarked oye of them yesterday in some 
surprise, as he discussed the result In 
the race for the senatorghip. The vote, 
as will be remembered, was a tie be- 
tween A. B. Duncan and J. F. Fergu- 
son, each receiving 132 votes. 

“If I had just stayed at home as I 
intended and put in one for Dr. Duncan, 
it would have fixed him without any 
trouble. My friend who came up with me 
was fo® Dr. Duncan, too, and our two 
votes would have settled it. But we felt 


home and were satisfied our votes would 
not be needed. : 

“It may be that. some Ferguson men 
were away from home just like we were, 
but you can see how tt would have been 
if we had been there. I suppose they will - 
order another primary right away on the 
question of the senatorship so as to set- 
tle it without delay.’ 

Both the Lee county people said they 
were not surprised at the defeat of W. D.

Dr. Duncan, who is-making the race for 
the senate, is a member of the present 
house, representing Lee. H®& has many 
friends in the legislature and they have 
been watching his campaign with a great 
deal of interest. 


Arbitrators Are Judges. 

py HE arbitrators who are to settle the 

question of. the. tax returns of the 
Southern Railway Company wil] meet to 
consider the questions before them on 
August 5. They are Judge Spencer R. At- 
kinson, chairman of the railroad commis- 
sion, for the state; Howard Thompson, 
of Gainesville, for the Southern, and J. 
J. Strickland, of Athens, igs umpire. 

For the first time since these arbitra- 
tions have been held, Comptroller Genera] 
W. A. Wright has. been summoned be- 
fore the arbitrators to give evidence as 
to his contention on behalf of the state. 


He will be present and will undoubtedly 
be called on as a witness. 


A difference of opinion arose between 


y 


eral as to the duties of arbitrators. Comp- 
troller General Wright.was of the opinion 
that having madé his assessment for the 
state, the burden was wpon the railroad 
company to show to the arbitrators thet 
the state’s assessment was unjust. Judge 
Atkinson took’ another view to the effect 
that the arbitrators were, in fact, judgés, 
and that both sides should present evi- 
dence before them in support of their 
respective contentions. 

The matte? was recently referred to the 
attorney general ‘with the result that he 
rendered an opinion coinciding with Judge 
Atkinson's views of the case. Under this 
décision the comptroller general, if called 
on, with be expected to ghow why he 
considers the returns of this or that road 
should be as he says instead of as given 
in by the company. 


Stocks Owned by State. 

od HERE are some peculiar things 

about the state’s\finances,.’’ remark- 
ed Governor Candler as the subject came 
up in the course of casual con ‘sation. 
“For instance, the state owns «  hun- 
dred and eighty-six*shares of the !- 
talk stock of the Georgia railroad ¥ 
the treasurer in his report values at 
nearly $30,000 and an which the state 
draws dividends of more than $2,000 .a 
year. 

“Now, where the state secured that 
stock is a mystery so far as the capitol 
officials are concerned. .I have made sev- 
eral inquiries of them witnin the. last 
two or three years and have nev*r yet 
secured-a satisfact answer. I sup- 
pose the matter could be traced with- 
out any difficulty if one had the time to 
devote to it, but the actua] facts in the 
case have entirely been iost sight of.’’ 

Reference was also made to four hun- 
dred and forty shares of the capital stock 
of fhe Southern and Atlantic Telegraph 
Company, also the property of the state 
and: valued at $10,000, the par value be- 
ing $25 a share. This stock is guaran- 
teed by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, and that company pays an an- 
nual dividend of 5 per cent on it, or a 
tota] of $550. It is also somewhat mythi- 
cal how the state came into possession of 
this stock. 

Captain C. T. Furlow, assistant to the 
treasurer, who has been connected with 
the treasury department for a long pe- 
riod, was asked about the matter yes- 
terday. 

“T .omly know,” he sald, ‘“‘that vie 
Georgia railroad stock was secured by 
the state in 1851. How the state got it I 
cannot say. The matter is one that in 
the due course of time appears to have 
been forgotten and the record of it is a 
hard one to find. The fact is, we nave 
given up looking: for it.” 

The state is probably in $4,500 on coupon 
bonds long past due which have never 
been presented for payment. There were 
two bonds for $1,000 and one for $500 due 
in 1886; one for $1,000 due in 1889 and one 
for $1,000 due in 1896, the money to pay. 
which is held in the treasury. It is sup- 
posed they have been destroyed, or lost, 
and the chances are they will never turn 
up. In case they are never presented 
the state is, of course, just that much 
better off. 


On the Governorship. 

N August magazine has rether an in- 
Pacevatinn article on the recent race for 
governor in Georgia—an article the pecu- 
liarities of which have caused some lit- 


tle comment among: politicians. 


The article in question is published 
anonymously, no mention of-the writer’s 
name being made above, below or in ta- 
ble of contents. ’ 

The peculiar feature of the article and 
the one that has been. most commented 
upon is the fact that the name of Hon. 
Dupont Guerry, of Bibb, who was one 
of the candidates, is entirely omitted. 
The article states that there were sev- 
era] candidates in the race, and then 
goes on to show that the race was prac- 
tically between Hon. Joseph M. Terrell, 
the successful candidate, and Colonel J. 
H. Estill, of Savannah, both of whose 
pictures are published tn it. 

The writer pays a4 high compliment to 
Colonel EstijJ, saying it was no weak- 
ness on his part ,that resulted in his 
defeat, but the unusual strength of the 
successful] candidate. It gives a brief ex- 
planation of the democratic primary sys- 
tem, showing how such elections ‘are 
held in Georgia, and pays a pretty tribute 
to Mr. Terrel] and Colonel Estill. 

But no mention ‘whatever is made of 
the part Mr. Guerry played in the cam- 
paign nor of the causes he advocated. 
There was considerable comment on the 
matter at the capitol yesterday. The geén- 
eral belief is expressed that the article 
was written by some Georgian, but no- 
body appears to know just who was re- 
sponsible for it,

Perkins Declared Wife’s 
Parent Author of All His 
Trouble, . 


YOUNG MAN BOUND OVER - 
ON KIDNAPING CHARGE 


He Declared He Had Never Been 
Given an Opportunity To Pro- 
vide for His Bride—Hear- 
ing Occurred Before 
Justice Orr. 


“rf it was not for you, Essie and I 
wuld now be living happily together as 
man and.wife should. You have kept us 
apart and you_&re trying to make me do 
something you never did!” : 

With these words, his face red with 
anger, Clarence Perkins, the young man 
eharged with kidnaping his little daugh- 
ter, shook his fist at his father in law 
and concluded a statement yesterday 
morning, made before Justice Edgar H. 
Orr, in which he cast the blame for all 
his troubles upon the head of his wife’s 
father. 

After hearing testimony from various 
witnesses and after argument by counsel 
representing both sides, Justice Orr bound 
Perkins over to thesuperior court under 
a $300 bond to answer to the charges 
preferred by Mrs. Perkins. 

: Said He Loved Wife. 

Beginning with the day of his mar- 
riage, he gave his side of the case up 
to the time of his arrest. Perkins said 


after his wedding he tried to make a liv- 


ing on a place near Covington, and fafl- 
ing, decided to come to Atlanta, where 
he thought he could make more money. 
He said his wife followed him here and 
seemed put ouf when he explained to 
her that he was not making enough to 
support them both at that time: 

He declared he had made every effort 
to provide a living for his wife and that 
about the time he entertained hopes of 
making a fair salary, he was served with 
papers in alimony proceedings. instituted 
by his wife. The young man said he had 
since made many efforts to get his wife 
to join him, but, he asserted, “her father 
wouldn’t let her and she obeyed him.’”’ 

Perkins admitted taking his child, but 
denied that he had any intention of kid- 
naping it. 

“IT thought I was as much entitled to 
keep it for a while as they were,’ he 
stated. “Anyway, they had had jt a 
long time.” \ 

In presenting the argument for the de- 
fense, Attorney R. J. Jordan submitted 
a number of court orders which, he 
stated, he wished to introduce to show 
with what activity Perkins’ wife had 
moved ‘against the young man. Attor- 
ney J. L. Travis, repres@énting Mrs. Per- 
kins, made no objection to the introduc- 
tion of the papers. Both sides argued 
the case at length. 

After all the argument was in Justice 
Orr_ rendered his decision, at the same 
time announcing the amount of the bond 
required.

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MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE; 


MOST SERIOUS

HEN man suffers trom false leg: 
WV aaauon he has the remedy in 
his own hands, but an humble 
petition, protest or prayer is all that 
woman can claim. 

The contract of marriage is by no 
means efjual. From Coke down to Kent 
who can cite one law under the marriage 
contract where woman has the. advant- 
age. The law permits the girl to marry 
at 12 years of age, while it requires sever- 
al years more of experience on the part 
of the boy. 

In entering this compact the man gives 
up nothing that he before possessed; he 
is a man still, while the legal existence 
of woman ts suspended during marriage, 
and is known but in and through the hus- 
band. 

Blackstone says: ‘‘The husband and wife 
are one, and that one is the husband.”’ 
Kent says: ‘The legal effectS of marriage 
are generally deducible from the prin- 
ciple of common law, by which the hus- 
band and wife are regarded as one per- 
son, and her legal existence and authority 
lost or suspended during the continuance 
of the matrimonial union.” 

The wife is regarded by all legal au- 
as a “femme covert’ placed 
wholly “sub potestate viri.”’ 

Woman, as woman, has nothing to ask 
of our legislators but the right of 
suffrage. It is onty in marriage that she 
must demand her rights to person, chil- 
dren, property, savages, life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness.” All the special 
statutes of which we complain—all the 
barbarities of the law—fall on her as wife 
and mother. 

We have not yet outlived the old feudal 
idea, the right of property in woman. 
The term marriage expresses the nature 
of the relation: in which man alone: is 
recognized. It comes from the Latin 
‘“maris,”’ ‘husband: hence, as you look 
through the statutes ‘and old common law 
you find constant mention of “marital 
rights.”’ 

Hére and there, through the endless 
labyrinth of authorities, you will be re- 
freéshed with a bit of benevolence for the 
wife in the form ‘of “‘protection.’”’». You 
never hear of ‘‘uxorial rights,’’ but al- 
ways’of the ‘widow's dower,’ the 
‘widow's incumbrance,”’ the ‘‘wife'’s ali- 
mony.’’ 

The laws on divorce are quite as un- 
equal as those on marriage; yes, far 
more so. The advantages seem to be all 
on one side, the penalties on the other. 

In case of divorce, if the husband be 
the guilty party, he still retains a greater 
part of the property. 

If the wife be the guilty party she goes 
out of the partnership penniless. 

In New York and some other states the 
wife of‘the guilty husband can now sue 
for a divorce in her own name, and the 
costs come out of the husband's estate, 
but in a majority of the states she is still 
compelled to sue in the name-of another, 
as she has no means of paying costs, even 
though she may have brought thousands 
into the partnership. - 

The laws are all the opinions of men, 
and on these are the hundreds of women 
depending who this hour demand in our 
courts a release from burdensome con- 
tracts. 

Are not young women, from our first 
families, dragged into our public courfs— 
into assemblies of men exclusively? The 
judges all men, the jurors @jl men? 

No true woman is there to shield them 
by her presence from gross-and imperti- 
nent questionings, to pity their misfor- 
tunes or to protest against their wrongs. 
The administration of justice depends far 
more on the opinions of eminent jurists 
than on law alone, for law is powerless 
when at variance with public sentiment. 

For years there*has been before the 
legislatures of the different states a va- 
riety of bills asking for divorce in cases 
of drunkenness, insanity, desertion and 
cruel and brutal treatment, endangering 
life. 

My attention was called to this ques- 
tion very early in life by the sufferings 
of a friend of my girlhood—a victim of 
one of those unfortunate unions called 
marriage. 

What my great, love for tirat voung 
girl, and my holy. intuitions then decided 
to be right, has not neen changed by 
years of experience, observation and rea- 
son. 

I have pondered well these things in 
my heart, and ever felt the deepest in- 
terest in all that hase been written and 
said on this subject, and the most pro- 
found respect for those heroic women 
who, in the face of law and public senti- 
ment, have dared to sunder the unholy 
ties of a joyless, loveless union. 

If marriage is a human _ institution, 
about which man may. legislate, it 
seems but just that he should “treat this 
branch of his legislation with the same 
common sense that he applies to all 
others. 

If it. is a. mere legal contract, then it 
should be subject to the restraints and 
privileges of all other contracts, 

A contract to be valid in law must be 
formed between parties of mature age, 
with an honest intention in said parties 
to do what they agree. The least con- | 
cealment, fraud or {ntention to deceive, 
if proved, annuls the contract. 
“A boy cannot contract for an acre of 
land or a horse until he is 21. but he may 


contract for a wife at 14. 
If a man sell a horse, and the purchaser

/per”"—a disposition to stand still when 
the owner is in haste to go—the sale is 
null and void, the man and his horse 
part company. 

But in marriage, no matter how much 
fraud and deception are practiced, nor 
how cruelly one or both parties have 
been misled; no matter how young or in- 
experienced or thoughtless the parties, 
nor how unequal their position in life, 
the contract cannot be annulled. 

Think of a husband telling a young 
and trusting girl, but one short month 
his wife, that he married her for her 
money; that those letters, so precious to 
her, that she had read and re-read anfl 
kissed and cherished, were ‘written by 
another; that their splendid home, of 
which, on théir wedding day, her father 
gave to him the deed, is already in The 
hands of creditors; that she myst give up 
the elegance and luxury that now sur- 
round her, unless she cap draw fresh 
supplies of money to meyt thet wants. 

When she told the stony of her wrongs 
to me—the abuse to which she was sub- 
ject, and the dread in which she lived, I 
impulsively urged her to fly from such a 
monster and villain, as she would before 
the hot breath of a ferocious beast of 
the wilderness, and she did fly, and it 
was well with her. 

Many times since, as I have felt her 
throbbing heart against my own, she has 
said: .“‘Oh, but for your. love and sym- 
pathy, your words of encouragement, I 
should never have escaped from that 
bondage; before I could, of myself, have 
found the courage to break those chains 
my heart would have broken in the ef- 
fort.’’ 

Years have passed since then, 
every one of them has onlv added to 
the strength of my conviction, that my 
impulsive advice was right, and that I, 
if asked, should advise. any woman in 
similar circumst&nces to do the same.

WAS PUT IN CBLL 


| Grant, However, Secured His Release 


Yesterday on Habeas Corpus Writ. 
IS NO CHARGE AGAINST HIM 


Physician Who Attended Him Said 
Grant Last Sunday Appeared To 
Be Excited and Refused To 
Take Morphine . To 

Quiet Nerves. 


After having been in a_ cell at re = 
bafracks since Tuesday, because it was 
thought he was insane, Horace Grant 
yesterday secured his release on a wri: 
of habeas corpus granted on the applica- 
tion of Attorn& Harvey Hill. The hear- 


ing took place before Judge H. M. Reid, 


presiding officer of the city court. Af- 
ter hearing a statement from Grant aria 
the physician who had attended him, 
Judge Reid signed an order giving the 
prisoner his freedom. 

Grant is tall,- with a thin fage and 
rather long, t#ick hair which he wears 
brushed back from a high, white fore- 
head. That he is a man of intelligence 
was evidenced from the manner in which 
he presented his case to the court. He 
told a straightforward story and answered 
questions rationally and without hesita- 
tion. Me smiled at the idea that he was 
of unsound mind. 

Dr. T. J. Crawford testified ‘that last 
Sunday he was calied in to see Grant. 
He found him in a very restless and ex- 
citable condition and gave him morphine 
hypodermically without the patient's 
knowledge. He said Grant was violently 
opposed to morphine and threatened him 
if he gave him any of the drug. The 
next day he was again called in and found 
the man still in an excitable condition, 
and he arranged, at the request of Grant's 
wife, to have a man stay with him at 
night.- Tuesday, it seems, Grant was 
arrested and taken to the station house. 

On the stand he declared that-he had 
overworked himself Saturday and was 
in great pain Sunday when the physi- 
clan came in. If he was in any way 
delirious, he explained, it was because 
of this pain and his exhausted condi- 
tion. Chief Ball said he did not know 
anything about the case personally, and 
when it was discovered that no attempt 
had been made to have the question of 
Grant's sanity investigated, Judge Reid 
announced that he could see no reason 
why the man shovrjd not be released... It 
was admitted that there was no charge 
against him,

As a general thing, the story 
is not credited here, ag the railroad men 
of the city can see little that the ’Frisco 
would gain by the purchase. 

The Chicago and. Eastern Illinois ex- 
tends from Chicago to Terre Haute, a 
distance of 178 miles. In connection with 
the Evansville an@ Terre Haute, which isa 
109 miles in length, it has been the Chi- 
cago connection of the Louisville and 
Nashville, and as such has controlled a 
large business of the south.

Every Shop in the City Except One 
Closes Today. 


CHANCES OF STRIXE REMOTE | 


A Majority of the Master Plumbers 
Will Agree to the Advance 
Asked by the Journey- 
men.

From present indications, it is hardly 


‘probable that the plumbers of Atlanta 


will go on a strike. This statement is 
based on the fact that a majority of 
the master plumbers of the city seem 
inclined to acceed. to the demands of the 
journeymen. However, the matter will 
not be definitely séttled one way or the 
other until next Tuesday night, when 
the Master Plumbers’ Association wll 
meet and take up the matterof Increased 
wages. | 

While there will .be no strike today, 
still there will be but ne plumbing shop 
in Atlanta which will be open for busi- 
ness until tomorrow—that of Hormsen & 
Belcher, whose men will be at work the 
same as usual. Other journeymen plumb- 
ers of the city will lay, off for the. day 
and “ok into a lengthy conference con- 
cern 
action on the part of the journeymen 
came as the result of a meeting of local 
union No. 72, held yesterday afternoon. 
The meeting was a secret one, and none 
of those who attended it would divulge 
anything other than the facts as stated. 
All were extremely reticent. They would 
not state whether there would or would 
not be a strike. This’ non-committal at- 
titude was due to the fact that they did 
not know what position the master plumb- 
ers took on,_the question. 

The: master plumbers did not hesitate 
to talk. A majority of them, seemed to 
think that there would. be no lock out, 
and said that they would meet the de- 
mand af the journeymen. 

D. W. Yarborough, one of the largest 
plumbers in the city, said: 

“I think the situation‘has been exag- 
gerated.and I do not fear any trouble. 
Personally I am willing to pay competent 
men $3.50 a day, and I think the majority 
of master plumbers jin the city feel the 
same way. We held no meeting today 
amd will not take the matter up as a body 
until next Tuesday.” 

As stated, only one of the sixteen plumb. 
ing shops ih the city will have men at 
work today. A conference will be held 
this morning and one in the afternoon.
